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MOTOR NOTES: SMALL CAR TRIATS. 


; (Faow Our Mosor 


The report of the judges on the small car 
trials has just been issued, and it makes 
most interesting reading. §Manvfacturers 
should benefit by it, because various faults— 
none very serious, it must be admitted—in 
design are revealed; and the owner-driver 
should benefit, because the sources from 
which he may expect trouble are indicated. 

The trials lasted for six days, and during 
that time the cars covered 1,000 miles over 
all sorts of roads. Routes were selected 
which, because of their severity and the dis- 
tance covered, might be taken as the equiva- 
lent of several months’ hard service. The 
competing cars were taken from stock; they 
were in exactly the same condition as those 
that can be bought from any dealer, and no 
opportunities were given for special tuning 
and treatment. Thus the trials were of real 
value, 

There were twenty-nine entries, Seven 
were withdrawn before the trials began, 
while one met with misfortune on. the way to 
the start. There were. thus twenty-one 
starters, and of these seventeen finished at 
Brooklands. Of the other four, one was dis- 
qualified, and three were withdrawn because 
of mechanical failure. 


Economy. 


So far as the consumption of oil and fuel 
is concerned, the trials proved the economy 
of the modern small car. It is interesting to 
compare the results with the results obtained 
in 1904 and 1914. 

In the former year the average fuel con- 
sumption was at the rate of 50.2 miles a 
gallon, or 20 ton-miles a gallon, while the cor- 
responding figures for 1914 were 35.99 and 
23.95. The average this year is 35.23, which 
indicates a slight drop back from the 1914 
figures; but the figures for ton-miles a gallon 
provide more encouraging reading, the aver- 
ace being 33.76. The best consumption re- 
sults were 46.22 m.p.g. and 37.63 ton-miles 
a gallon, as compared with 43.36 and 28.67, 
respectively, for the best in 1914. It is in- 
teresting to note that by far the best petrol 
consumption was obtained on a car fitted with 
a jet variable from the driving seat. 

In making the comparison, allowance must 
he made for the differences in weight. The 
lightest car in this year’s trials was 1,755 
pounds, while the lightest in 1914 was 1,355 
pounds. The averages for the two years were 
2,111 pounds and 1,501, respectively. The 
increase in weight is due chiefly to more 
elaborate coachwork. 

With one exception, none of the cars which 
finished at Brooklands Jost many marks on 
the score of ‘‘ unreliability.” I gather, 
however, that the skill of the drivers was a 
factor in -this result. The judges’ report 
shows that several cars were in need of re- 
pairs at the close of the trials. 

The parts which suffered most severely were 
front axle pivot pins and steering gear con- 
nections. A few back axles had developed 
noise and most of the springs were squeaking. 
Tubular front axles, the judges say, again 
proved their unsuitability for touring condi- 
tions, as in every case where such an axle 
was fitted it bent. On the whole, however, 
the trials showed that a great advance has 
been made in design construction and 
‘Material during the past ten years.

Four-Speed Box.

In theory the four-speed box should always 
permit of a car giving a better performance 
than one with a three-speed box. In practice, 
however, this is not always the case. The 
ratios are not always chosen with a view to 
getting the best out of the engine, and few 
drivers realise that a different style of driving 
is needed.

Kenya Colony. After the Great War a 
large number of retired. British officers 
took up land in'this region, with the help, 
in many cases, of Government. grants. It 
was realised that the Colony possessed 
great possibilitiés oí development, but 
many unforeseen difficulties arose, and the 
task which faces the settlets continues to 
be far from easy. Yet, although fortunes 
have not been made as quickly as was 
expected in some quarters, a considerable 
amount of useful work has been done 
and the situation is full of hope for 
the future. In his address to the new 
Legislative Council the Governor, Sir 
Robert Coryndon, made some remarks 
of great interest concerning Kenya’s past 
development and prospects. Naturally, the 
vexed question of the status of Indians 
received most prominence. Sir Robert 
Coryndon announced that the policy which 
had been set out in the White Paper had 
been endorsed by the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, and he expressed the 
hope that the subject would not be re- 
opened. The fear of a virtual monopoly 
of political rights by Indians is one that 
Kenya shares with the Union of South 
Africa, and in both places the native 
interests are allied with those of the white 
population. The Governor made no direct 
reference. to federation with neighbouring 
States, but he threw out a hint that many 
problems were common to the Colony and 
to its neighbours on Lake Victoria. The 
financial position of Kenya Colony is satis- 
factory, and it is expected that, when the 
accounts for 1923 are closed, the floating 
debt will not exceed £200,000. The natives 
have paid their taxes regularly and much 
relief is afforded by the postponement of 
the. payment of the Colony’s war debt for 
ten years. The revenue of the railways 
is in excess of the estimate. and the 
system will be extended for the benefit of 
the more remote settlers. Education is being 
developed alike for white children and for 
Indians and Arabs. The Governor denied 
the charges that have been made in the 
House of Commons concerning ill-treatment 
of native labourérs in: Kenyas The policy 
of the Government, he said, was to en- 
courage a sense of responsibility among 
the native chiefs by the establishment of 
district native councils. His statement is 
of great value, and its general tone is 
exceedingly cheerful. “I believe,” said 
Sir Robert Coryndon, “that the economic 
position was never more sound and hope- 
ful. than -to-day, and, if grave political

We who knew, even in 
childhood, that the autumnal mobilisation 
of feathered hosts preludes flight overseas, 
find it difficult to realise that in White's 
days migration was not understood and 
the belief lingered that the martins slept 
under the.ponds through the winter. Even 
now we understand but dimly how birds 
find their way through thousands of miles 
of air. White groped after the beginnings 
of our theories, but his knowledge was 
greater and richer than ours. He died in 
1793, when, amid terror and grief, the 
“Age of Reason” was being born. Per- 
haps, some who watch from Gilbert 
White’s seat the sunset on the calm 
English shire will think that the revolu- 
tionaries did not bring more happiness to 
men than was found by the simple curate 
who, to use his own term, was always a 
“stationary man.”

It ig now cenerally believed that Signor 
Matteotti, the Socialist deputy, who was kid- 
napped near his house in Rome last ‘luesday, 
has been murdered. J 

The outrage has produced a very dangerous 
effect. on public opinion, and in all quarters 
there is a growing demand for resolute action 
he the Government. This demand finds wide- 
guread support in the Ministerial ranks, and 
even among members of the Cabinet, who held 
a special meeting this evening to consider the 
Fituation, 

In Labour and Socialist circles indignation 
is intense. 

Signor Mussolini has declared that the 
(csovernment will leave no stone unturned in 
hvinging the guilty persons to justice, but 
the measures already taken by the police 
authorities have not given entire satisfaction. 

\iany rumours are current regarding the 
complicity of several well-known public men 
who are allowed to remain at liberty, while 
he escape of Signor Filippelli, editor of the 
(orriere Italiano, after he had been under 

lice surveillance for some days, has not 

layed public uneasiness. 

[t was Signor Filippelli’s motor car that 
was used by the kidnappers, and his escape, 
it is held, has deprived the police of a possible 
valuable clue, 

Statements are published to-day of im- 
pending disclosures of a widespread secret 
organisation, directed by well-known Fascist 
leaders, the object of which, it is said, is the 
violent suppression of all opposition to the 


aims of the party. 
ROME, Monday. 

The Communists are attempting to dis- 
tribute appeals to the working classes, dis- 
cussing the advisability of a general strike. 

The entire police force of the nation is 
heing organised to search for the missing 
deputy, or at least to discover his body, and 
a network of detectives are watching every 
hiding place and outlet for those who, 
compromised by the occurrence, are attempt- 
ing to get away. 

It is reported that there is a warrant out 
for the arrest of Signor Cesore Rossi, who 
has retired from the aili of the Govern- 
ment Press Office, and also from the direc- 
torate of the Fascista Party, but his house 

deserted and his whereabouts are unknown. 
lumini, who has already been arrested ou the 
charge of having kidnapped, and probably 
nurdered, Signor Matteotti, was companion 
and private secretary to Signor Rossi. 

Qn the proposal’ of Signor Mussohni, the 
King has appointed: “Signor  Fedérezoni, - 
Minister of the Interior, in succession to Signor 
Finzi, who resigned in order to defend himself 
ae nst accusations that he was connected 
wich the kidnapping of Signor Matteotti. 
Signor Mussolini will attend to the duties of 
the Ministry for the Colonies, in the place 
of Signor Federezoni.—(Reuter.)

bravest defence, finally Accepts defeat,” and 
that England had quietly admitted the victory 
of Australia in the Test matth. 

The letter purporting to be! from the Prince 
of Wales, in reply, remarks that the writer 
cannot share the Kaiser’s . view in comparing 
the struggle with the Boers; with a cricket

_A Belfast-Glasgow air service is the alterna- 
tive to the Belfast-Liverpool service, which 
has been suspended for several davs. ) 

The; Lord Mayor of. Belfast (Sir William 

urner), in a statement yesterday, declared 
that it was a matter of indifference whether 
Liverpool or Glasgow was the objective. 

Belfast had been chosen by the Air Ministry 
as an experimental station for cross-Channel 
flights, the main object being to test the 
possibilities of a genera] mail service by air 
throughout the United Kingdom. Like the 
introduction of railway travelling, there had 
been many obstacles overcome. He was deter- 
mined to assist in surmounting those obstacles, 
whether he held his >resent office or as a 
private citizen. i 

The weather during Mav had been abso- 
lutely against them, but they were being en- 
thusiastically supported by the Air Ministry, 
and by Captain Greig, an intrepid Scotsman. 

Liverpool had not risen to the occasion, and 
everyone interested in the venture was 
amazed at the apathy of the great Mersey por’ 
and its enterprising merchants. They in Bel- 
fast had done everything possible. They had 
installed a magnificent wireless station at the 
Malone Aerodrome, and the equinment was as 
perfect as it could be made. The chief diffi- 
culty had been the atmospheric conditions for 
weeks past in the regions of the Solway Firth 
and in Cumberland. Now that better weather 
prevails, the Liverpool service was likely to 

resumed early this week. 

Glasgow was, of course. a shorter distance 
than Liverpool from Belfast, and whether 
from the Scottish citv or the great Lancashire 
port, they would welcome the resumption of 
thé air mail service.

THE WATERMARK TEST. 


With reference to a paragraph under the 
heading “Spurious Treasury Notes” in 
yesterday’s issue of this newspaper, we are 
informed that the inclusion or omission of 
the letters ‘‘ No.” on the 10s. Treasury notes 
is no test of validity. Genuine Treasury 
notes have been printed both with and with- 
out. and the letters are omitted on the most 
recent issues of 10s. notes. 

The true test is the watermark. The 10s. 
note is watermarked with the words ‘“ Ten 
Shillings,’’ repeated over the whole extent of 
the note. The 21 note has a watermark 
design which includes the words “ One 
Pound’ in a small frame at the top centre, 
and apparently representations of Shamrock 
and Thistle at corners of the note. Other 
features of the design are not easily dis- 
cernible under the printing. 

We regret any inconvenience which may 
have been caused by the publication of the 
incorrect statement in our issue of yesterday.

EARLY RESUMPTION OF 
WORK EXPECTED. 


In connection with the proposed reopening 
of the two Dublin shipyards, negotiations 
took place yesterday at the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce between Vickers (Ire- 
land), Ltd. (the proprietors of the Dublin 
Dockyard Co.), and the Dublin Shipbuilders, | 
Ltd., on the one hand, and officials of the 
Transport Workers’ Union on the other. 

No statement. was issued, but it is under- 
stood that the proposals made by the em- 
ployers are to be laid before a meeting of 
the shipyard workers’ section of the Trans- 
port Workers’ Union to-night. 

In the event of an agreement being reached, 
steps will be taken to open both companies’ 
works at the earliest possible date. It will 
be understood that, owing to the general 
position of the industry and to the fact that 
the yards have been closed for so long, it 
will, naturally, take some time to get them 
going, and orders must be secured for both 
new and repair departments of the yards. 

It is hoped that what promises to be a 
satisfactory termination of a long-drawn-out 
dispute will be brought about immediately.

PROTESTS TO LONDONDERRY 


CORPORATION. 


Londonderry Corporation yesterday re- 
ceived a deputation from the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals and the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, which requested that steps should 
be taken at the public abattoir to see that 
children who congregate there are not allowed 
to witness the slaughter of animals, and also 
that animals awaiting slaughter are not to be 
permitted to see other beasts killed. 

Mr. D. E. B. McCorkell said that to allow 
children to witness the slaughter of animals 
had a brutalising effect. It made them look 
upon. the taking of life as an amusement, 
rather than a: necessity, and it was cruel to 
the children, who should be kept away from 
the abattoir. 

The senses of animals were highly de- 
veloped, and it was not in accordance with 
the ideas of 1924 that they should see others 
being slaughtered, and have to wade through 
their blood.

At Evensong in the College Chapel, the 
Provost read as the Lesson, the passage from 
Ecclesiastics beginning: “Let us now praise 
famous men.” The anthem was “God is a 
Spirit ’’ (Sterndale Bennett). — 

The Bishop of Limerick (Right Rev. H. V. 
White, D.D.), delivered a _ commemorative 
address, dealing with the life and career of 
John Jebb, who was Bishop of Limerick a 
hundred years ago. John Jebb, said Dr. 
White, was of that Anglo-Irish stock from 
which the majority of distinguished Irishmen 
have sprung, and member of a family well 
known in the literary world before and after 
his time. He was born in 1775, and brought 
up under the care of his uncle, Richard Jebb, 
a judge of the King’s Bench. He entered 
Trinity College in 1791, and near the close of 
his College career in,1796 he became a member 
of the corps formed within its walls to assist 
in the defence of the country. . In 1799 Jebb 


‘| was ordained, and began his clerical .career 


at Swanlinbar, where he remained three years. 
Later he was appointed to work in Cashel 
under Archbishop Ussher, and there the main 
lines of his life were laid down. He became 
a deep theologian and a widely-read scholar. 
It was mentioned that before he died he had 
a library of more than nine thousand volumes. 
In 1810 he went to the parish of Abington, 
in the Diocese of Emly, which had a Pro- 
testant population of only 40 or 45. Jebb’s 
relations with the Roman Catholic population 
were remarkably friendly at a time when 
such friendliness was not general in the South 
of Ireland, and he retained to the end his 
place in the affection of his Roman Catholic 
neighbours. He became Bishop of Limerick 
in 1823, and delivered his first charge to the 
clergy-of the diecese- irr Sune of ‘that year! 

Having referred at some length to two pub- 
lications by Bishop Jebb—his Sermons, pub- 
lished in 1815, and his “Sacred Literature,” 
pubiished in 1830, which went through two 
editions in its author’s lfetime—-Dr. White 
went on to speak of 4 remarkable speech de- 
livered by the Bishop in the House of Lords, 
in defence of the Irish Church, in June, 1824 
—exactly a hundred years ago. The speech, 
which was praised by Wilberforce. remained a 
document of some importance, and had a special 
interest for Churchmen to-day in the licht it 
threw on the conditions in ths Irish Church 
and in Dublin University in the early days of 
last century. It was stated that six of the 
Dublin churches, taken together, had an 
average attendance of 9,800 at Sunday morn- 
ing Services. In St. Peter’s Church, on the 
previous Easter Day, there had been 2,000 
Communicants, and the collection was about 
£525. Bishop Jebb preached his last sermon 
in St. Mary’s Cathedral, Limerick, on Easter 
Day, 1827. Shortly afterwards he was stricken 
with paralysis, and never fully recovered. His 
right arm being left useless, he learnt to use 
the left, and wrote a beautiful hand, of which 
there were abundant specimens in the manu- 
scripts representing the literary labours of 
nis last years. He died in 1833.

When Mr. Starkie's election to a Fellow- 
ship was announced, the students, who had 
gathered before the Examination Hall to hear 
the announcement, quickly seized the new 
Fellow (who, as Lecturer in Romance 
Languages, has been in contact with them 
for some years) and “‘ chaired '” him about the 
quadrangle. They were soon, however, 
slencied bY an unusually elaborate “rag” 
organised by a number of their fellow 
students. It represented a visit of the 
Governor-General, apparently for the purpose 
of receiving an honorary degree, for a per- 
formance to some extent representing the 
ceremony of conferment was enacted.

A White Paper was issued to-day giving a 
further statement of the financial position 
between the British Government and the 
Government of the Irish Free State in 1923- 
1924.

=" presented to Parliament in August, 
923. It has not been discussed with the 
Government’ of the Irish Free State, and is, 
therefore, not binding on either the British 
Government or the Government of the Free 
State.

A MINISTER AT 
WASHINGTON. 
——— 


The Timea publishes a lengthy article from 
ita ial Correspondent in Ireland, from 
which the following extracts are made :—The 
demand far the recognition of the Saorstat’'s 
right to have a Minter at Washington, which 
is being strongly , is not based solely 
upon the fact that constitutionally it has the 
same powers as Canada, whose right to have 
a Minister Plenipotentiary at Washington was 
admitted by His Majesty’s Government in 
1920. A resolution concerning the right of 
the nations forming the British Common- 
wealth to negotiate treaties was drawn up 
and agreed to by a Committee of the Imperial 
Conference, under Lord Curzon’s chairman- 
ship, and was unanimously approved by the 
full Conference. It was resolved that 
bi-lateral treaties imposing obligations 
on one part of the Empire only 
should be signed by a representative of 
the Government of thaí part, while if States 
within the Commonwealth united to negotiate 
a Treaty, it ‘‘ should be signed by one or more 
plenipotentaries on behalf of all the Govern- 
ments concerned’”’ i 

But does the Free State really reguire such 
a representative in the United States? It 
must be admitted that its case for the appoint- 
ment of an Envoy charged with the defence 
of purely Irish interests is a strong one. 
Having fiscal freedom, it wishes to be able to 
negotiate directly with Washington in matters 
concerning trade and commerce with America. 
It is certainly arguable that a British Ambassa- 
dor could not negotiate a commerial treaty 
between the Free State and the American 
Government with the same zeal and knowledge 
as a plenipotentiary reporting directly to 
Dublin and thoroughly acquainted with 
Insh economic needs, and tha if 
pourparlers concerning such a Treaty 
formed part. of the negotiations for a general 
commercial agreement between the gre 
Government and Washington, he might find 
himself hampered by the possession of this 
extra piece of diplomatic luggage, and he 
tempted to leave the Irish suit-case in the 
cloakroom. 

Another problem is. the question of the 
Irish quota of immigrants to the United 
States. This has now to be fixed on an 
entirely new basis. Fears are expressed in 
certain Catholic quarters that the powerful 
Ku Klux Klan organisation, an essentially 
anti-Catholic body, may obtain the support 
of those, perhaps, political anthropologists 
who regard the Southern Irish as “ Mediter- 
ranean kIberians’” by blood in a 
movement for the ‘ restriction of [Irish 
Catholic immigration. However this may be, 
it is natural that the Free State should desire 
to obtain as favourable terms as possible 
under the Johnson Bill. ‘There is much un- 
employment in [Ireland to-day, and idle hands 
in the Irish countryside are apt to be con- 
ducted by Satan to the nearest secret society 
which finds abundant mischief to occupy their 
leisure. Again, there are problems connected 
with the presence of great numbers of Irish 
nationals in the United States, questions of 
property and inheritance, status and 
naturalisation, which are constantly arising, 
and which might be more rapidly and easily 
solved by a Free State Minister, whose powers 
would be no less than those of a Canadian 
representative at Washington. Finally, there 
is the important question of “face.” Sym- 
pathy with Irish Republicanism is by no 
means extinct in America. The genuine die- 
hard may be dismissed as unconvertible, but 
there are many Irish Americans whose sym- 
pathy with Mr. de Valera would wane when 
they realised that “ Saorstat Eireann” was 
politically on a par with Canada.

NEW MACHINERY TO BE 
INTRODUCED. 


At the weekly meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday, Sir Thomas Robinson 
presiding, 

Mr. James Lindsay, General Manager of 
the Leinster Carbonising Company, Ltd., de- 
livered an address on ‘' The Prospects of 
Developing. the Irish Peat Industry.”’ 

He spoke of the many enterprises set. on 
foot in the past to utilise the peat bogs of 
Ireland, and the cause of their failure. He 
believed that at last a machine had been 
invented for cutting, pulping and drying 
peat so as to make it an economic proposi- 
tion. He had seen it at work in Germany. 
The trouble was not to find use for peat, but 
to reduce the contents of the bog to a reason; 
ably dry substance. He beheved that a 


hopefully look forward to the successful de- 
velopment of the peat industry in the near 
future. This had been said before hundreds 
of times, but events did not justify it. He 
was now saying it again, and he felt that a 
little patience and perseverence would show 
that it was justified this time. 

For years peat manufacturers on the 
Continent had been developing mechanical 
aids to the natural processes of drying the 
‘peat bogs by sun and wind. The war and 
the shortage of fuel gave a great fillip to the 
development of the industry in. Germany, 
and at the present time there were immense 
areas of bog being worked on these lines, 
and millions of tons of densified peat of stan. 
dard quality were being produced and used. 
It was now intended to introduce into Ire- 
land one of the German machines, and,’ pro. 
vided that it was given a fair trial, he did 
not see why it should not be a success. The 
conditions in Ireland were more favourable 
than those in Germany, as had been ad. 
i mitted by Germans themselves. One of the 
chief obstacles to the general use of peat was 
the heavy transport charges to Dublin, and 
even to towns that are nearer to the source.

adheres to its original recommendation that 
the entire = comprised in. Leinster 
House should be taken over. “This ‘second, 
and apparently final, report of the Joint Com- 
mittee was issued yesterday. 

It says that since the presentation of its 


‘former report the Committee received no 
further suggestion of any practical kind, save 


that put: forward by Professor Thrift,. “which 
would involve the complete evacuation of 
Leinster House and the erection of temporary 
buildings on Leinster Lawn or. as an alterna- 
tive, on the grounds of Merrion square or 
some other available site.” 


TEMPORARY STRUCTURES, 


The report states that the Committee had 
rere considered and rejected this proposs! 
in so far as it was confined to Leinster Lawn, 
but, in deference to the views of the deputy, 
it has again considered the proposal as out- 
lined: by him. No actual estimate of the cost 
had been prepared, but the Joint Committee 
accepted Mr. Thrift’s calculation that the 
structures could be completed within a year. 
and that their inclusive cost should not exceed 
£70,000 and might possibly approximate to 
£50,000. The Joint Committee, however, has 
heen unable to recommend the adoption of 
any such scheme. Apart from the delay and 
expense which it would necessarily entail. 
structures of the character designed bv the 
plans should endure for a period of at least 
ten years, but the question of the permanent 
housing of the Oireachtas should be definitely 
settled at a much earlier date, and, when 
settled, would involve the scrapping of such 
temporary structures. 

The Joint Committee states :— 

“Upon a careful review of the whole 
situation it has found no reason for departing 
from its previous recommendation—namely, 
that the entire premises comprised in Leinster 
House should be taken over for the temporary 
accommodation of the Oireachtas, subject to 
the Government providing, or paying for, 
suitable premises in which the amenities of 
the Royal Dublin Society could be reasonably 
preserved in the interval, and upon the dis- 
tinct understanding that Leinster House 
would be vacated at the earliest possible date 
consistent with the acquisition of a per- 
manent home for the Oireachtas. 


DUBLIN CASTLE, 


“In the event of this recommendation 
being rejected, Dublin Castle is the only 
location that the Joint Committee can gug- 
gest as a suitable alternative. It has, in its 
favour, convenience of situation and access, 
ample buildings in excellent repair and 
capacity for extension. Recent alterations 
have made it practically available for early 
occupation, so that the expense and délay 
involved in any further adaptation would be 
small in comparison with that resulting from 
the selection of any of the competing pro- 
posals which in the opinion of the Committee 
were worthy of consideration. - It refrains 
from recommending it so long as the question 
of alternative accommodation for the Courts 
remains unsettled, but the Committee, while 
fully alive to the inconvenience that would 
necessarily result from the transference of 
the Courts to some other temporary habita- 
tion; is of opinion that this is a consequence 
‘which the legal profession and the public, 
would and should, in the interest of the State 
be prepared to endure, provided they received 
an assurance from the Government. that the 
restoration of the Four Courts would be 
undertaken at an early date."

He has since obtained several first- 
class honours in Classics, and Term Com- 
position Prizes in Classics. At the Scholar- 
ship Examination last year he competed as a 
Junior Freshman, and was awarded the. 
Marshall Porter Prize. 

Thomas Falkland Carey was educated at 
King's Hospital, Dublin, and matriculated in 
Trinity College with a Junior and School Ex- 
hibition, and an Entrance Prize in Latin 
Prose Composition, in October, 1921. Since 
entering College he has got first class honours 
in Classies (including first of first), and at the 
Final Freshman Examination of his year was 
awarded a Senior Exhibition and was placed 
in the first class.

Mr. Jastice Brown and a special jury at 
Beliast yesterday resumed the inquiry into 
the mental state of Mr. John Connell, of 
‘‘ Sonoma," Belmont road, Belfast, a retired 
draughtsman, who has a fortune of over 
£20,000. ‘Lhe. petition was brought to have 
Mr. Connell declared a person of unsound 
mind and incapable of managing himself and 
bis atfairs. ; 

Dr, S. J. Graham, medical superintendent 
Pordysburn Mental Hospital, stated that Mr. 
Connell was fipst admitted to Purdysburn on 
the Ist December, 1920, as a dangerous 
lunatic. He was detained until the 21st 
January of the following ear, His next ad- 

mission Was in June, 1921. He was re- 
admitted and discharged in 1922, 1923, and 
1904. In February, 1924, he was discharged 
under an order of the Lord Chief Justice, but 
was re-admitted six days afterwards in charge 
of a nurse, and he has since been a patient in 
the institution. When under control the 
patient invariably improved. 

FOND OF QUOTATIONS. 

On one occasion witness met Mr. Connell 
in a shop in town wearing a yachting cap, a 
tennis shirt, a leather belt, a pair of riding 
breeches without leggings. When witness ob- 
served: ‘‘ What strange clothing you are in, ' 
Mr. Connell straightened himself up and 
said: '' How dare you speak to me like that? 
You are committing a sacrliege, because I am | 
God's messenger on earth. 

Mr. Connell had a wound an inch and a 
half across his knuckles, and stated: “I hit 
the law with that—that is a policeman’s 
face.” : 
Jr. Connell, in the opinion of witnesss, 
should be subject to institutional control and 
allowed liberty compatible with his mental 
state. 

In cross-examination, Mr. M‘Gonigal elicited 
that Mr. Connell whilst at Purdysburn was 
allowed out during the past two months. 

And did he behave like any ordinary 
citizen’ So far as I know. 

Isn't Mr. Connell a very well-read man? 
He is very fond of quotations. 

Isn't it an indication of his cleverness? 
It is also an indication of mania. 

Wasn't he a director of Messrs. Workman, 
Clark and Co.? So I heard. 

Dr. Norman Graham, a brother of the pre- 
rious witness, said that Mr. Connell was a 
man of peculiar mental make-up. Sometimes 
he was bricht, cheerful, happv, and exalted; 
cometimes imperious and intolerant of other 
patients: he was easily irritated, obiection- 
able in his manner towards the staff: his 
were extraordinarily long and markedly 
pecnilia”,

Mr. Connell then 
broke some of the china. and he then 
assaulted witness by striking him on the back 
and chest. Witness restrained him by hold- 
ing him on the couch,

The twenty-fiíth ordinary general meeting 
of the members of this company was held at 
the Cannon Street Hotel, London, E.C., 
yesterday—the Right Hon. Sir Eric Geddes, 
G.C.B., G.B.E., in the chair. 

The Secretary (Mr. Arthur Cunningham 
read the notice convening the meeting an 
also the auditors’ report, 

The Chairman—My lords, ladies and gentle- 
men, our. meetings to-day serve a two-fold 
purpose—namely, to submit to you the 
accounts for the eighteen months ended 3lst 
December, 19235, and to consider resolutions 
dealing with the adjustment of the. capital 
account, and thus dealing with the losses in- 
curred in years gone by when the fortunes of 
the company were so seriously shaken. In 
future the accounts will be submitted to you 
annually for each completed year up-to the 
end of esac von 

PROFITS FOR EIGHTEEN MONTHS. 

You will recollect that when I addressed 
you in January last I made a forecast of a 
million and a quarter profit for the eighteen 
months now dealt with in these accounts, after 
payment of Debenture interest. I am glad to 
say that not only has that estimate been 
realised, but it’ has been considerably ex- 
ceeded, and, as will be seen from the third 
paragraph in the report, the total net trading 
profit, after the payment of Debenture in- 
terest and including the whole of the profits 
made by our cotton mills, gives a total figure 
of £1,538,000. This profit, as the report 
states, does not take into account the deficit 
on the American company for the year 1925— 
its year of inception—as that is being dealt 
with in the reorganisation proposals put 
before you, being mainly initial and non- 
recurring charges. Having studied the 
accounts and report, we feel sure you will 
agree with us that the company is steadily 
climbing to a position of prosperity. 

I propose to deal only very briefly at this 
meeting with the balance sheet figures in view 
of the time required for discussing the re- 
organisation proposals, which, as far as we 
can judge, have met with a generally favour- 
able reception. 

Taking first the assets, freehold lands and 
buildings show a reduction of £114,510 com- 
pared with the figure of June W, 1922, owing 
to the normal write off for depreciation, and 
due to the sale of some of our premises no 
longer required, in spite of the fact that 
£185,000 additional expenditure on capital 
account was incurred. Sundry debtors stand 
at £561.000, which compares with a figure of 
£948.000 in last year’s account. This latter 
figure does not appear in last year’s balance 
sheet, having formed part of the larger item 
of £2,473,436, which included advances on 
current account to associated companies. 

| These advances having become of a more 
permanent nature are now included in invest- 


ments, 
VALUE OF STOCKS. 

Stocks, which now stand at just over two 
millions, arg approximately £568,000 lower. 
and this in spite of very much increased 
business. This reduction in capital locked up 
in our stocks is very satisfactory, as it has 
contributed largely to an improvement in our 
cash position. By the closest supervision and 
organisation our finished stocks in relation to 
sales have been reduced. Since the date of 
the accounts a further and very gratifying 
improvement is shown in the cash and liquid 
assets position of the company. Investments 
collectively have increased by £660,000, due 
mainly to the transfer from sundry debtors to 
investments, to which I have already referred, 
and to a reduction of £868,000 in the 
‘‘Ametican investment,”” brought about by 
the repayment out of the proceeds of their 
Gold Bond issue of certain sums advanced by 
us to that company. The cash position of the 
company is infinitely stronger than in June, 
1922, at which date bank loans amounted to 
£2.019,000, with cash in hand and bills of 
£217,000, whereas in the balance sheet before 
you cash, bills and Government securities 
represent a net credit of over £1,000.000. 
The figure standing under the heading of 
good-will, royalty, etc., is unchanged, as is 
n'so the item of expense of capital issues. 
The debit balance on profit and loss account 
remains the same, but against this there is a 
credit item of £1,451,792, representing the 
net profit for the eighteen months ended 
December, 1923. 

LIABILITY SIDE OF BALANCE SHEET. 
.Turning now to the liability side of the 
balance sheet, the share capital remains 
practically unchanged, the only small 
difference being due to a reduction in un- 
paid cells. |Debenture Stock issue is the 


same, but Income Stock is reduced through | 


cancellation by purchase of some of that 
stock, which was obtained at a discount. 
Reserve account is £322,000 larger than on 
June 30, 1922, but this is due entirelv to 
the transfer of some items from sundry 
creditors and credit balances to meet con- 
tingencies which will not now arise. Sundry 
creditors are substantially lower at £804,000, 
as against £1,293,000, due to the transfers to 
veserve account mentioned above, only 
£192,000 is ir fact owing to trade creditors 
proper, another striking proof of our solid 
financial position. I call your attention to 
the footnote showing contingent liabilities, 
which has now been changed. We have a 
contingent liability for possible calls on shares 
held for £245,000, but that is more apparent 
than real, as the liability only arises if we 
choose to impose it ourselves, The other 
contingent liability which we now ‘have is 
the guarantee in connection with the Gold 
Bond issue of the Dunlop Tire and Rubber 
Corporation of America. 

I should like to amplify the note to the 
balance sheet by saying what you already 
know—that the three millions of unissued 
Debentures are pledged as security in respect 
of the guarantee of principal and interest 
ba by this company for the American Gold 

ond issue You will be glad to see, when 
comparing this balance sheet with the pre- 
vious one, that no contingent: diabilitv is re- 
ferred to on contracts for forward purchases, 
as that unfortunate chapter in the company’s 
history may now be regarded as closed. 

PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT. 

Turning now to the profit and loss account, 
owing to the fict that these accounts cover 
eighteen months against a ten months’ period 
of the previous balance sheet, comparisons are 
difficult and confusing to make. The net 
result, however, is that our profits are much 
greater and cur interest charges propor- 
tionately less. As stated in the report and 
notwithstanding the keenness of foreign com- 
petition, our sales have'increased very greatly 
in practically all markets and have reached 
record figures, and the experience of the 
current year is, Í am glad to say, more than 
maintaining the satisfactory recovery which 
these accounts show you. e quality of our 
roducts is certainly higher than it has ever 

n, and, in fact, is admitted by some of 
our keenest competitors to be pre-eminent. 
We certainly believe that our products are 
the best of the world in each class. 
QUALITY OF COMPANY'S PRODUCTS. 

As an example of the high quality of the 
company’s products, I may say that on June 
2 and 3 a set of the company’s tyres 
on well base rims was submitted to a twenty- 
four hours’ test on the Brooklands track 
under R.A.C. observation. ‘The 


the remainder being spread over fifty-one 
different makes of tyres. 
“A GREAT REPUTATION,” 

There is no doubt that from every evidence 
we can gather the company is building up a 
great reputation, and one which, I feel sure, 
will inure more and more to our benefit. Our 
sales this year show very gratifying increases 
over the level of last year, which, you will 
remember, I told you was greatly in excess 
of the previous year, but, having in mind 
the facts I have just stated, I look forward to 
@ continuous rise in the sales of the company, 
I am sure you will be gratified to learn 
that other products of the company are show- 
ing good results. Motor cycle tyres have 
achieved some outstanding successes, and the 
striking popularity of the Maxfli golf ball of 
last year is not only being maintained, but is 
growing, and in every competition the per- 
centage of Maxfli balls is extraordinarily high. 

A CONFIDENT OUTLOOK, : 

I am not going to take up your time with 
telling you further of our difficulties. Some 
are touched on in the report, and I need only 
say this: that. be our difficulties what they 
may—be the difficulties of the tyre trade in 
this country what they may—we are not. un- 
duly alarmed by them, and look forward with 
confidence, and not with dismay. I cannot 
leave this subject without acknowledging to 
the full the keenness and devotion to the com- 
pany s interest of their officials and staff in 
every department, and it is due to them that 
our quality and sales are in such a satisfac- 
tory condition. 

EFFICIENCY OF STAFF AND 
REDUCTION IN COST, : 

In my speech at our last meeting 1 re- 
ferred to the efficiency of our workers and the 
reduction in costs, and I can only say that the 
satisfactory state of affairs then disclosed has 
not only continued. but has been improved 
upon, and throughout the company there is 
a spirit of co-operation and a feeling of mutual 
interest and confidence which is invaluable to 
our ultimate success. The concentration of 
manufacture at Fort Dunlop and the marrying 
up of the sales department with the manufac- 
turing department is already yielding 
economies and increased efficiency in a most 
satisfactory way, and we look to great advan- 
tage from this. Reference is made in the 
report to the cotton mills, the rubber estates, 
the French mills, and the German factory, 
and with ‘your permission and in the interests 
of brevity, -I will not deal with them further, 
although I should be glad to answer any ques- 
tions upon them. The Rim and Wheel Com- 
pany is shoving improved results. 

AMERICA. 

Now, as regards America. The American 
company incurred, as [ said previously, and 
as is stated in the report, an initial loss of 
£383,000 in the first year of its operation, 
This included the payment of bond interest 
and certain non-recurting charges. When 
deciding to commence to operate the Ameri- 
can company and persevere with that anxious 
and difficult problem, we contemplated having 
to face deficiencies in the early years. But, 
if “present progress is maintained, the 
deficiencies will be far shorter than was con- 
templated. The factory is making tyres ol 
the highest. quality, its sales are steadily in- 
creasing, and the board is confirmed by these 
facts in its opinion that the policy of per- 
severing with this development will in the 
end be justified. The results so far obtained 
show that our action in endeavouring to 
carrv on with this large investment was á 
prudent one. We are keeping in the closest 
possible touch with the direction of that com- 
pany. Sir Guy Granet, who has just re- 
turned from the States, reports to us per- 
sonally that the quality of our product stands 
high, and the reputation of the company. 1s 
increasing. The American company 1s 
being operated with great dis- 
cretion and “efficiency in the rather 
difficult situation in the automobile trade of 
America to-day.’ 1 have for some time been 
obliged to delay one of my periodical visits 
there in order to give my undivided attention 
to the reorganisation proposals and to preside 
at this meeting. In response to the requests 
of my colleagues, I have arranged to sail for 
America on the 2ist in order to keep in touch 
with the board of that company, of which I 
am chairman, and in the succéss of which this 
company is so Jargely interested. 

I now propose the adoption of the report 
and accounts for the eighteen months ended 
Slst. December, 19235, and call upon Sir Guy 
Granet to second the motion. 

Sir W. Guy Granet, G.B.E., seconded the 
resolution. 

The Chairman—The motion is now before 
the meeting. 


THE DISCUSSION, 


Mr. Wilkinson—I have read and studied 
your report, of course, as all the shareholders 
have done, with considerable interest, [I do not 
wish to be in any way inimical or to disparage 
what the board has done, because it has 
evidently done an immense amount of work ; 
bat I cannot quite reconcile a profit for the 
eighteen months of £1,451,000 with a sub- 
sequent meeting which is going to tel] us of.a 
depreciation of £5,000.000. It seems to me 
that this balance sheet, if you take the de- 
pteciation into account, dces not really show 
us a profit—it shows us a Joss of the difference. 
What I want to know,. however, is with 
regard to the progress at Fort Dunlop, to 
which you’ referred, Mr. Chairman. - You 
point out that there will be additional capital 
necessary foy moving the work from Manor 
Mills to Fort Dunlop, and [ should like you 
to give us an idea of how much that is, how 
it is proposed to find it, and whether more 
— will have to be found. 

Vith regard to. the rubber companies, I 
cannot ‘quite understand the position. — I, 
perhaps, can understand it in the past. 
becatise the situation was so critical, but at 
the moment I do not see: why—now that you 
are, under the new arrangement; expecting to 
get the company into a sound financial posi- 
tion—we cannot have proper balance sheets 
and reports from those subsidiary companies. 
We should then know something more in- 
telligently about the properties, which, after 
all, are the property of the shareholdeis, and 
not the close preserve altogether of the board 
of directors, Although it may be necessary 
in certain circumstances for them to keep 
concealed from us things: which would be 
inimical to the interests ef the company as 
an operating company, at the same time I do 
not believe, and I do not suppose any business 
man believes, that any company. which has 
been writing off colossal’ sums as losses for the 
last so many ‘years—however many it may be 
-—will be injured by gny information that we 
can get as to its transactions, 
information would be interestin 
who are wanting to make profits. I may be 
wrong, but I think that we ought to have 
more information. . ' :

organisation. It has occurred to me that the 
board might take into consideration that with 
their excellent sales organisation in the Dunlop 
Company they might be able to turn out 
rubber flooring at a moderate cost, and sell it 
at a very mucb lower distributing expense 
than others car: manage to do. The sugges- 


tion might be worth considering at any ‘rate. 


The Chairman—With reference to the point 
put by Mr. Wilkinson, who spoke first; when 
he invited the meeting to ‘consider the ques- 
tion of the trading profit, which is shown for 
eighteeh months, and asked how that could 
have been made when there was a further 
write-off, it is because ‘the write-off is on 
capital account. ‘ft has nothing to do wit, 
the trading for the year. The further write. 
off is entirely on capital account, and the 
profit shown is a true trading profit. The 
next question put to me was as regards the 
transfer of Manor Mills and the sales organisa. 
tion to Fort Dunlop. The reason for that was 
that we saw a very great clear saving and 
economy through making the transfer, and we 
shall also get increased efficiency by keep: 
ing the sales organisation and the manufactur; 
ing organisation together. It cost something 
in the neighbourhood of £200,000, or £250,000) 
to do it, and we are as sure as any one can 
be we have a very excellent case for. thinking 
that it’ will be advantageous, and we hav» 
done that without its Taine necessary ty) 
issue more capital. 

A Shareholder—You say in the report tha} 
additional capital will be necéssary. 

The Chairman—But we shall not have to 
make any issue. With regard to the ques- 
tion as to the results of the subsidiary com; 
panies, we thought that we showed those in 
the best way by giving a consolidated balance 
sheet in my speed t has been done before, 
I think. My predecessor in the chair, Mr, 
Szarvasy, gave a consolidated balance sheer, 
showing how those subsidiary companies stood. 
We were asked whether the German com- 
pany was operating at a loss or a profit. In 
the last eighteen months—the eighteen months 
under review—it operated at a loss altogether 
of £10.000, but, of course, it is very diffi- 
cult, with exchange as it was, to say what 
the loss is. On the other hand, at the pre 
sent time it is working satisfactorily. While 
it went through a period of considerable 
anxiety, owing to the disturbed state of Ger- 
many, we persevered, and we think that our 
perseverance will be rewarded. (Hear, hear.) 
Then I was asked whether the life of our 
tyres is not too great. I often say. when 
talking on the point, that our goodwill is 
passing out of the business because a man 
will probably be dead before he needs a 
second set of tyres. (Laughter.) However, | 
think you have got to look at that in this 
way—it is a pyramid which we are building on 
a very broad basis. A great many of our 
best tyres, which have gone out in the last 
two years, have not yet worn out, but they 
are giving satisfaction to their users. The 
base of the pyramid is broadening, and we 
shall build it higher later on. It is better 
to sell a good article than to try and sell a 
cheap article in order to get replacements. 
(Hear, hear). 

A question was raised by Mr. Herrinztcn 
about the report of the inspectors, and what 
was being done about it. Gentlemen, I would 
ask vou to allow that matter to be dest with 
at other meetings. We have always dear 
with it in the past, I believe, at special meet- 
ings, and last time we met you passed a vote 
of confidence in those members of the board 
who were dealing with it. We have not jn 
any way neglected your interests. They 
have been continually before us, but at tre 
present time I would ask you, in the interests 
of all of us, as shareholders, to leave that 
matter alone. We are dealing with it nia 
legal way and a proper way, and I would ask 
you not to deal with it at this meeting. | 

A Shareholder—Can you give us any idea 
when we shall get a report on the matter? | 

The Chairman—That I cannot tell you, The 
wheels of legal machinery turn very slowly. 
As soon as we can tell you anything we 
certainly shall, and we ale pressing forwafd 
with the matter as much as possible. Captain 
Stewart, I think, asked the question regarding 
floor coverings as a possibility.. The question 
of developing on other lines in ovr manufec- 
turing is continually before us, but different 
articles sometimes would not marry in at áil 
either with the sales organisation or with the 
factory. You would need an entirely different 
lay out and entirely different machinery jto 
make floor coverings. It would almost mean 
starting a new business, and when the sugges- 
tion is made that our sales organisation might 
deal with this advantageously, I would ask 
you to consider that a sales organisation 
which is going round visiting tyre dealérs and 
golf ball professionals is not going to the 
right places to sell floor coverings. You would 
require entirely separate men on separate 
journeys. 

Mr. Ellis—In view of the explanation given 
in your statement, sir, I am not going to ask 
many questions on the accounts, But I should 
like to ask two. What is the amount of de- 
preciation written off during the eighteen 
months, and has the reduction in value men- 
tioned: in the scheme of £92,000 taken place 
since 3lst December? If not, does the balance 
sheet represent a true and correct view of the 
company’s affairs? The second one is: has 
any of the raw material stock taken at or 
below cost been included at above 31st De- 
cember market prices? It may not be that 
you care to answer those questions at the 
meeting, but those are the only two questions 
which | have to put, 

The Chairman—I will certainly give you 
an answer before the meéting is over, 

Mr. Herrington—It seems to me that the 
reply you gave me is not entirely satisfactory. 
I have. been at all the meetings since the 
company got into the very unfortunate’ posi- 
lion in which it was, and each time we have 
been told that certain things were going to be 
done regarding the past directors and the 
minority directors, but so far nothing tangible 
has been done at all. I think that when the 
Ordinary shareholders are asked to sacrifice a 
very large amount, the past. directors and the 
minority directors should aiso be asked to 
sacrifice a very large amount, and ‘we should 
have proof that the incapacity and mistakes 
which the late directors and the minority 
directors presumably made should lead to 
their incurring some loss—the same loss as the 
Ordinary shareholders are asked to endure, |] 
dv not think it fair that we should simply 
hear, time after time, that certain things are 
going to be done, when, so far as we know, 
nothing has been done.” At any rate, there is 
nothing in pounds, shillings and pence’ to 
show any result of the efforts of the present 
majority directors. It, therefore, seems to me 
that something should be done, arid that we 
should be told more of what has been done 
and what the net result is going to be to us 
as shareholders. 

Mr. Turner—I differ from the last speaker. 
If you have got a board of directors whom 
you can trust, and they tell you they are 
doing their best for the company, I think it is 
better to leave the matter entirely in their 
hauds, (Hear, hear.) 

The Chairman—I assure Mr. Herrington 
that we are doing everything that is pussible. 
The last time we met the shareholders was at 
a special meeting to consider the question of 
the report of the inspectors, and the meeting 
gave us both in the room and by proxy— 
those of us who are dealing with the matter— 
an absolutely overwhelming vote of confidence. 
(Hear, hear.) We have aince then dealt 
assiduously with your interests and the 
delicate legal questions involved, and TI feel 
that it would really not be in the interests of 
the company if we were: to give any more 
information at this time. Later on we hope 
to. take you fully into our confidence, but, 
believing that we still retain the confidence 
given us last: time, I. ask the meeting to 
— ve the matter as I have indicated. (Hear,

REORGANISATION SCHEME 


' POSTPONED. 
PARENT TYRE OPPOSITION. 


The Chairman—We now come to the second 
item before this meeting, but since my speech 
was prepared and printed certain things have 
happened, and [ think it will be convenient if 
I explain to you exactly what the existing 
situation is. ‘lo that extent I shall modify 
certain of the passages, which are before you 
in print, and which there was no time to 
change. in the meantime. 

The board had prepared a detailed state- 
ment, in which I endeavoured to explain the 
scheme of reorganisation, which the board 
had elaborated after giving great thought to 
the matter, and which, as we point out in the 
circular, dealt equitably with all interests. 
That this view is shared by a great many 
shareholders, amongst whom we count some 
of the largest holders of Ordinary shares, is 
amply demonstrated by the fact that we have 
over six million votes registered in favour of 
our proposals which, I feel sure, would get 
further support from many shareholders pre- 
sent at this meeting. Unfortunately, the 
resolutions have to obtain the sanction of 
class meetings, in which, as you gather 
from the circular, each class—namely, the 
“A,” “B” and ‘‘C’’ Preference shareholders 
—vote in separate meetings, and the adverse 
votes of any one class may render the whole 
proceedings abortive. You know from the 
various announcements in the Press that the 
Parent Tyre Company, of which Sir Arthur Du 
Cros is Chairman, has definitely declared its 
hostility to the scheme, though not disclosing 
publicly its reasons for so doing, and as that 
company hold or control nearly two-thirds of 
the ‘‘C’ Preference shares, their vote alone 
can block anything, and render the vote of 
over 50,000 shareholders constituting the rest 
of the company absolutely futile. Now, you 
may say that we had full knowledge of these 
circumstances and should have paid due 1e- 
gard to them. Ladies and gentlemen, we did; 
we paid every regard to the views of this com- 
pany, and carried on friendly negotiations 
with their directors extending over 
many weeks. In the end we 
thought we had reached practical 
agreement. After this, however, we were 
pressed for further modifications of a nature 
which, having the interest of the shareholders 
at heart, we could not possibly agree to, and 
there the negotiations broke down. Having 
already lost so much time, we ran the risk, 
owing to the approach of the Long Vacation, 
during which the courts do not sit, to have 
to postpone by many months the reorganisa- 
tion plans which we were so pressingly urged 
to pfoduce at an early date. We called these 
meetings in the hope that better counsels may 
prevail after all, but I regret to find that 
we were too sanguine in our expectations. 

Nothing could illustrate to you better our 
difficulties in dealing with these matters than 
the fact that opposition has developed from 
a section of Ordinary sharenolders, who claim 
that our proposals penalise them too much, 
and state that they would rather delay re- 
organisation than part with even a small 
portion of their equity. 

There is an easy way of meeting the view 
of the Ordinary shareholders and preserving 
for them the equity in the company almost 
intact, and that is to fund the arrears of each 
class of Preference Shares, not in Ordinary 
Shares as now proposed, but in Preference 
Shares of the respective classes, but that 
means the institution of a further permanent 
prior cumulative dividend right. We shall 
be very pleased to confer with one or two re- 
presentatives of each class of Preference 
Share and with a small committee of Ordinary 
shareholders, in order to elaborate a scheme 
on these lines at the earliest date possible ; 
but I am afraid we cannot expect the re- 
organisation scheme tc become effective much 
before the end of the year, due to the reasons 
to which I have already alluded. 

It may be a matter of comparative in- 
difference to wealthy shareholders however 
long the scheme of reorganisation may be 
delayed, but our scheme aims at the early 
resumption of dividend payments, to which 
the greatest majority of our shareholders 
must be looking with anxiety. ,I claim that 
the proposals we have elaborated fully attain 
that object, without endangering the very 
existence of the company by weakening its 
cash reserves. 

The course the Board, therefore, propose to 
adopt is to ask you to allow us to explain to 
you, mutatis mutandis, in the words which 
are in the document before you, and which 
they consider, after the most careful delibera- 
tion, to be a fair and equitable scheme. We 
are not proposing to ask the shareholders to 
go through what would really be a rather 
farcical procedure by voting at all the various 
meetings, knowing by the announcement of 
the Parent Tyre Company that they intend to 
vote against the scheme. They can block it, 
and they are with.n their rights in doing so. 
What we propose to do is to hear our elabora- 
tion of our scheme. | will then answer your 
questions upon it, and afterwards, if the 
meeting sees fit, we propose to endeavour to 
get together at a conference representatives 
of the various classes of shareholders, so that 
we may discuss the thing with them and try 
to arrive at a scheme which can be put 
through. 

EXPLANATION OF THE SCHEME, 

' We feel that in adopting this course we are 
adopting the only one open to us. We feel 
that we carried negotiations as far as it was 
possitle. Sometimes questions are in dispute— 
a friendly dispute—between parties when you 
have got to say: ‘‘ Well, we cannot agree 
now. We have got to go a step further to 
some other tribunal.’’ It is simpler to discuss 
it among ourselves and look to the interests of 
the Ordinary shareholders and of the Prefer- 
ence shareholders and the general équity 
We felt we had gone as far as we could go 
without coming to you. That is the stage 
which we have reached, and I, therefore, 
propose, with your permission, to put the 
details of our proposals before you, and then 
we shall leave the matter in your hands as | 
have suggested. 

Mr. Beeman—May I put a question before 
you go on! Is it a fact that the proxies 
lodged by the Ordinary shareholders against 
the scheme were quite sufficient in them- 
selves to stop it from going through? 

The Chairman—lI think the answer to that 
must be as apparent to Mr. Beeman as it is 
to me. We could only ascertain it by taking 
a poll and having a scrutiny of the proxies’. 
Considerable support was obtained by Mr. 
Beeman and his friend. but we do not know 
what the attitude of the shareholders in ths 
room would be, and a closer scrutiny of 
proxies must take place before we can come 
to a conclusion. The only answer to his 
question, therefore, is to take a poll. but it is 
not suggested that we should go to that quite 
nugatory trouble in the present circumstances. 
(Hear, hear.) 

I will now come to the proposals for the 
reduction of capital and funding of arrears of 
Preference dividends, which are fully set out 
in the various resolutions before the meetin:r. 

In framing the scheme we have endeavoured, 
so far as our judgment could guide us, to act 
fairly and reasonably with all classes of share- 
holders, with due regard to the priority of 
one class over another, and, although it mav 
be unnecessary to do so, I would remind the 
meeting that, after the verv great losses made 
im past years under a board constituted quite 
differently to the present one, sacrifices must 
be made ; but, at the same time, the 
recognition of the losses which have been 
made in.a writing down of capital is merely 
oe. expression to relative values as now 
established and represents no fresh losses. 

I would wish to emphasise that alter the 
passing of these resolutions the rights of all 
classes of Preference shareholders are wn- 
changed, with the exception of the surrender 
of the-contingent rights to additional dividend,
